Feature o f Unique Lo s Ang eles Ho me 
and Co st Abo ut $8 ,000. 
Studded w ith precious stones, a m an­ 
tel in the new home of George W. 
H aight a t Los Angeles gives to the 
residence the distinction of being the 
only one of Its kind in the world. The 
stones range from the costly diam ond 
to the com paratively cheap turquoise 
and are valued at about $8 ,000. 
In all 
there are 4,500 of them. 
Mr. H aight has been planning his 
home for several y ears. 
H e w anted It 
to be unique and has succeeded. 
A ct­ 
ing as his own architect, he has a 
dw elling unlike any to be found in Los 
Angeles, but it is to the m antel th a t 
has been given the m ost of his time. 
W ithout the jew els it w’ould be con­ 
sidered a sight w orth seeing, but w ith 
the hundreds of gem s dazzling from 
their beds of cem ent which hold them 
in place it Is a picture th a t can scarce­ 
ly be realized. 
Included in the jew el array are dia­ 
monds, 
garnets, 
am ethy sts, 
blood­ 
stones, em eralds, agates, pearls, rubies, 
sardony x , sapphires, opals, topaz, tur­ 
quoise and scores of other specimens.

LARGEST OF STATUES. 


Buffalo, N. Y.. June 12.—The w elfare 
o f th e 
rural 
com m unities, 
juvenile 
courts and th eir inestim able value as 
a reform agency , the prevention of 
blindness and child insurance, w ere 
am ong the m any m atters taken up at 
the conference of charities and corres- 
tion here: 
A fter a good-natured con­ 
test betw een P ittsburg, D enver and St. 
Louis for nex t y ear’s convention, the 
com m ittee decided in favor of the last 
nam ed city . 
“Q uarantine for all m ental defect­ 
ives—not for forty day s, but for life,” 
Is the key note of the report of the 
com m ittee on “defectives,” read by the 
chairm an. Dr. J. M. M urdoch of Polk, 
Pa. 
Dr. M urdoch said th a t such quar­ 
antine “will prevent m ore unnecessary 
pauperism , 
degeneration and crim e, 
and do m ore for the upbuilding of our 
race, than any other m easure w ithin 
the power of man. 
“W hether we study th e m ental de­ 
fective from the standpoint of the im­ 
m ediate fam ily or com m unity , present 
or future, w hether from the standpoint 
of philanthropy or economy , We find 
th e one practical solution to be quar­ 
antine. 
T his is entirely feasible—not 
at som e future tim e, but now. To pro­ 
vide adequate equipm ent for all m ental 
defectives in one of our larg er states 
would not ex ceed the cost of a single 
battleship.” 


Co lo ssal Effig y o f Victo r Emmanuel II. 
Cast Fo r Capito l at Ro me. 
The bronze equestrian statue of Vic­ 
tor Em m anuel II., intended to sur­ 
m ount the m onum ent to the first king 
of Italy on the capitol a t Rome, has 
recently been cast. Owing to the huge 
proportions of the statue, which Is the 
largest In the world, special molds had 
to be provided for the casting. 
They 
w ere divided into thirteen sections. 
An idea of the colossal size of the 
statue may be form ed from the fol­ 
low ing figures: The king’s sw ord Is 
over tw elve feet in length and weighs 
about 7 7 5 pounds. The harness weighs 
over four tons. 
Over thirteen tons of 
metal w ere used in casting the horse’s 
chest and body , while the head of the 
king, including the helmet, m easures 
seven feet and w eighs 4G,250 pounds. 
T here is room for th irty men inside 
the hollow body . 
Its size is unparal­ 
leled in history or legend, w ith the ex ­ 
ception of the celebrated wooden horse 
fabled to have been used a t the siege 
of Troy .

Colonel A. K. McClure, Who Was 
a Power In Politics. 


STRONG ALLY 
OF 
LINCOLN 


Last Su rv iv or of Circle of M arty red 
President’s Adv isers— Raised S ev en­ 
teen Regim ents For Union A rm y In 
Civ il W ar—Odd Cam paign Ex perience. 


Colonel Alex ander Kelly McClu re, 
prothonotary of the su preme and su ­ 
perior cou rts of Pennsy lv ania and for 
many y ears a prominent figu re in pol­ 
itics and jou rnalism, who recently died 
at his home in Wallingford. Pa., at the 
age of eighty -one y ears, was the last 
su rv iv or of Abraham Lincoln’s circle 
of personal friends and intim ate polit­ 
ical adv isers. 
Lincoln once remarked 
of him. “Mr. McClu re has more brains 
than any man I know,’’ and It has long 
been conceded that ex cepting only Lin­ 
coln himself Colonel McClu re was the 
man most responsible for his election 
to the presidency in 18 6 0. 
He was 
chairman of the state committee of 
Pennsy lv ania at the time, and Pennsy l­ 
v ania was the piv otal state. 
Colonel 
McClu re’s able management of the 
campaign swu ng It into line and thu s 
assu red the su ccess of the ticket. 
Colonel McClu re was born of Scotch 
Irish stock, in Sherman’s v alley . Perry 
cou nty , Pa., on Jan. 9 , 18 28 . Schooled 
u pon a farm, he was tau ght to be self 
reliant, and after obtaining a meager 
book edu cation he was apprenticed, at 
the age of fou rteen y ears, to a tanner. 
Du ring this apprenticeship, which last­ 
ed three y ears, he made frequ ent v isits 
to the office of Ju dge Baker, editor of 
the Perry Freeman, and u pon his ad­ 
v ice he stu died politics and occasional­ 
ly wrote articles for pu blication. 
Throu gh Ju dge Baker he ev entu ally 
became editor of the Ju niata Sentinel, 
a new Whig organ, mu ch against the 
wish of his father. W ith the aid only 
of an apprentice Mr. McClu re, who 
was then bu t nineteen y ears old, got 
ou t the paper, and his cau stic pen soon 
won for him a name, making as It did 
many friends and foes. 
Du ring his 
early work u pon the Ju niata Sentinel 
he formed a warm friendship with An­ 
drew G. Cu rtin, afterw ard the war 
gov ernor of Pennsy lv ania, and a dislike 
for the political methods of Simon 
Cameron. 
Year by y ear he forged ahead in pol­ 
itics, becoming bu rgess of Mifflin and 
then depu ty United States marshal. 
Then John M. Pomeroy pu rchased for 
him a half interest in the Chambers­ 
bu rg Repository . Mr. McClu re became

NEW CONSULAR SERVICE. 


Card System to Advance Interests of 
American Commerce, 
American consuls all over the world 
are to be supplied with a card index 
system of catalogues and literature of 
every manufacturing concern in the 
United States as a result of an agree­ 
ment reached the other day between 
the state department and the depart­ 
ment of commerce and labor, says a 
Washington dispatch. 
The arrange­ 
ment is in line with the administra­ 
tion’s policy of placing the commerce 
of the United States in the first rank 
through a reorganization of the con­ 
sular service. 
The service recently 
was. shaken up, and now the adminis­ 
tration is preparing to furnish the new 
men the necessary material with which 
to produce results. 
American consulates receive annual­ 
ly many queries as to manufacturers 
lh various lines. The usual course in 
such cases is to pass the inquiry on to 
Washington, which in turn advertises 
it to the trade and thus gives any man­ 
ufacturer interested an opportunity to 
correspond. But this method has been 
found to involve so much time that the 
buyer in numerous instances has pur­ 
chased elsewhere before he gets infor-

Fired Two Hundred and Fifty Shells a 
Minute at Cleveland, O. 
An 
automatic gun throwing 250 
shells every minute which was recent­ 
ly tested at Cleveland, O., may revo­ 
lutionize phases of modern warfare. 
This gun is the McClean-Lissak, the 
largest automatic in the world. 
Three pound shells were thrown 
three and one-half miles out into Lake 
Erie at the rate of 250 a minute. The 
gun has been contracted for by the 
English government and will be used 
in guarding the English channel. The 
inventor, S. N. McClean of Cleveland, 
says that the gun would mow down 
an advancing line of infantry. 
The 
three pound shells replaced by canis­ 
ter would throw IOO shots to a load 
and 200 loads a minute. The gun is 
eleven feet long and weighs 900 
pounds. 
The war car, equipped with 
ammunition and a crew of ten, can 
travel on ordinary roads at twenty- 
five miles an hour, wheel into posi­ 
tion aud shoot while the regular ar­ 
tillery is unlimbering, it is asserted.

Engine Stops When the Vessel Is U p­ 
set—Shuttered Holes In Bottom Let 
the W ater Out, b ut Permit None to 
Come In. 


Those who saw the tests of O. R. 
Ingersoll’s self righting and self b ail­ 
ing power b oat at Governors island. 
New York, the other afternoon almost 
were persuaded to b elieve b eing ship­ 
wrecked would b e a pleasure. Though 
the craft is large enough to carry fifty 
persons, after it was turned keel up b y 
means of a derrick on b oard the steam­ 
b oat General Johnston, It righted itself 
in five seconds and b ailed itself in 
twenty-seven seconds. 
Moreover, its 
gasoline engine stopped automatically 
when the b oat was keel up. The test 
was made after the b oat made a trip 
against the tide from Bayonne. Then 
it was sent darting around the island, 
displaying speed and ab ility to turn 
quickly. 
An army officer who saw the test 
said b eing in such a b oat when it up­ 
set would b e no more dangerous than 
taking a b ath. There Is no danger of 
the provisions and water casks b eing 
lost overb oard when the b oat turns 
over, for they are in water tight com­ 
partments. The twenty-five horsepow- 
S er motor is in a water tight Inclosure 


j in the stern. The gasoline tank for the 
motor is in the b ow. 
It will hold 
| twenty-five gallons and a larger tank 
j in the b ottom of the b oat seventy-five, 
! the total b eing sufficient to keep the 
b oat going for twenty-five hours. 
The craft is of steel, so there is no 
danger from fire. 
Between the deck 
and keel is a series of horizontal air 
tight tub es in four water tight com­ 
partments, so that the b oat might b e 
rammed and b roken at any point with­ 
out seriously affecting its ab ility to 
keep afloat. 
There are eight holes 
through the b ottom, each with a pecul­ 
iarly constructed shutter, which per­ 
mits water which may b e taken ab oard 
to run out, b ut none to run in. 
One of the features which make it 
availab le for life saving purposes is 
its weight. The b uilders of other b oats 
who attempted to accomplish the same 
thing made them so heavy they could 
not b e taken on b oard a ship. 
Inger- 
soll’s b oat is 30 feet 7 inches long, 7 
feet 0 inches wide and 3 feet 8 inches 
deep. 
It weighs only 5,800 pounds. 
Small b oats launched from a vessel in 
a storm are often smashed or sunk b y 
overcrowding. 
It makes no difference 
how’ the Ingersoll b oat is launched, b e­ 
cause it rights Itself anyway. 
It will 
sustain three times the weight of all 
the persons w’ho could crowd into it 
and hang on the gunwales. 
Ingersoil’s b oats, b uilt on the same 
model, have b een used b y the quarter­ 
master’s department of the army sev­ 
eral years. The new feature recently 
demonstrated was equipping one with 
power. There was no difficulty ab out 
putting a motor in this style of b oat, 
nor was it difficult to store the gaso­ 
line where it could not b ecome ignited 
and ex plode. The prob lem was to have 
the engine stop automatically when 
the b oat was overturned. If it did not 
stop and the passengers were thrown 
into the water the craft would leave 
them in its wake after it had righted 
itself. Moreover, the rapidly revolving 
propeller might cut persons struggling 
in the water to get on b oard after the 
upset. 
The easiest way to overcome 
the difficulty was to let the water on to 
the engine, b ut that w’ould put it out of 
commission until it could b e cleaned 
and repaired. 
In the type tested the 
other day Ingersoll solved the prob lem. 
The test was conducted under the 
supervision of Major Richard Scho­ 
field of the quartermaster’s depart­ 
ment, aided b y Captain William H. 
Williams, marine ex pert. 
With him 
W’ere Lieutenant Colonel A. Cronkhit, 
an ex pert in the artillery corps, and 
Colonel I. AY. LIttell and Captain F. A. 
Grant of the quartermaster’s depart­ 
ment. 
They were pleased with the 
w’ork of the b oat and congratulated 
the inventor, who lives In Wilmington, 
Del.—New York Press.
